At the Magistraey to-day, before Mr H. 
E. Wodchouso; tho hearing of the charge ol 
nasault brought by Inspector MacEwen, 
Naval Yard Police, against two sorvants 
employed at the Military Female Hospital 
was reaumed, Cross-summonses were also 
heard by tho two servania and another 
boy, who was recently in'the employ of the 
Naval Yard authorities but who is now em- 
ployed at the Hospital. . 

Mr G. C Master appeared on bohalf of 
Inspector Mookiwea. : 

Surgeon-Coptain Whitty described the 
buildings af tho hospital; and said tho In- 
apector had no right whatever, without re- 
ceiving permission from the matron, ta go 
into the verandah of the hospital. 

Mrs Bentley, wife of Bandmastor Bent- 
ley, who lives on tho same block of build- 
figs as the hospital, said at 9:30 d.m., on 
the 2nd October, she saw the Inspector come 


out of the gate which opens on to the 
verandah of the hospital; dragging two 
eooliés by'the queucs. Her attention was 
attracted by a noise outside tho gute; it 
was like'a terrible fight., Thoro was a big

see any bricks being thrown.

THE REVISED TREATIES WITH 
i JAPAN. - 
PROPOSED DEXUNCIATION oF FRENCIZ AND 
AUSTHO-HUNGARIAN TREATIES, 


Jn order to put the Revised Treatica into 
operation from July 1899, it will bo ueaes- 
sary for the Japanese Goverament to givo 
notice of that intention in July of next year 
at the latest. The recuvery of her judicial 
and tariff autonomy by means of Treaty 
Revision has been Japan's chorished object 
for the past thirty years, aud may ba said | 
tu have occupied the practical attontion of | 
her statesmen sice 1871. Moreover, noti 
the national hunour alone is concerned, i 
but also the national purse for_under the | 
new tariff the country’s revenue _will 
receiva an addition of from4} to 8 million 
yen. Unfortunately two States bluok tho 
way to achisvement, France and Austro- 
Hungary. .The former, owing to pralismen- 
tary complications, the lniter because of 
delays due to the duality of the monarchy, 
have net yet concluded tha necessary steps.
